The conferance, after a heated dis-
cussion, decided that it would be
jmpracticable at this late date to
reassemble the national convention
and fill the vacancy on the national
ticket caused by Theodore Roose-
velt's declination of the nomination
for President, |

Instead, the organization will put
up an Electoral ticket in every State
where there is the nuecleus of an
organization h!_ﬂ,‘\(.hearing the namno
of John M. Parker, of Louisiana,
nominée for Viee President, in the
hope of perhaps electing * enough
PreMidential  Electors, * who might
prove to be the balance of power in
the event of a close wontest between
tlie two parties,

Among the States in which this
plan will be earried out are Louls-
juna, Maryland, Indiana, Missouri,
Wisconsin, Michigan, Utah. North
Jakota and Minnesota.

The committee of Hiteen will meet
after the November elections to for-
mulate plans for the perpetuation of
ghe party. These plans may include
some kind of an amalgamation with
the Prohibition, Socialist and Wom-
an's parties,

Six of the 15 were chosen here.
They are Edward M, Lee, of Indian-
apolis, Chairman; A, D. Norton, of
St. Louis, Mo.: Charles F, Hoffman,
of Jackson, Mich.; Howell Moise, of
New Osleans, La., and C.L. MeClure,
of Atlanta, Ga. The remaining nine
members are to be appointed by Mr,
Hale within the next week,

At the afterngoh session the con-
ference adopted a ringing resolution
repudiating the indorsement of
Hughes's candidacy by the Natlonal
Committee in Chicago.

It was on John M. Parker's sug-
gestion that the Progressives decided
to meke a fight in only a few States.

Mr. Parker was cheered lustily
when he addressed the conference,
He said:

“In the past it was charged that
we were controlled by two men, one
as leader, and the other was credit-
ed with buying us, Thank God no-
body owns the Progressive party to-
w.u

Mr, Parker reviewed the history
of the party, praised the platform
adopted at the national convention
last June and urged that steps be
taken to perpetuate the party, He
severely criticised the National Com-
wittee for indorsing Hughes, '

The action of the old Natlonal
